Collector to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten 
Dollars or a multiple of Ten. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further ac- 
tion by Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other 
governmental unit or private source which becomes available 
during the fiscal year in compliance with R.S.A. 31:95-b (supp.). 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to request an audit by the Municipal Accounting Divi- 
sion of the Department of Revenue Administration or a private 
certified accounting firm or an independent Certified Public Ac- 
countant. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conser- 
vation Commission to retain the unexpended portion of its 1980 
appropriation, said funds to be placed in a Special Conservation 
Fund in accordance with R.S.A. 36-A:5.

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to act as the “‘Franchising authority” for the Town in 
franchising and regulating cable television systems in the Town 
with the authority and powers set forth in R.S.A. Chapter 53-C;

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a 
cooperative effort between town/city fire organizations and the 
State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our 
Legislature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each 
municipality as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the 
responsibility of forest fire prevention and control within his 
town/city. This person may ask the State Forester to appoint as 
many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to ef- 
ficiently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire dis- 
tricts with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. 
The State organization is charged with assisting the municiple 
forest fire organization in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest 
fire suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law 
violators and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire sup- 
pression equipment is purchased through State bulk purchasing 
ability and sold to local forest fire organizations at one-half cost. 
Excess military property is obtained and turned over to town/ci- 
ty fire departments at no cost to local departments for conversion 
into fire suppression units. This cooperative arrangement 
between State and municipality has resulted in one of the best 
forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half 
acre of woodland burned in each fire reported.

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Fire Permits: Permits are required for all open burning including 
rubbish barrels, when the ground is not covered by snow. 


Permits will not be issued for the kindling of open fires 
between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M., unless raining. 


Seasonal permits for rubbish barrels may be obtained from the 
Fire Warden if the barrels are located in a safe place and are 
properly covered.

The 
serious hip injury he received while on duty in March of 1978 
prevented Ken from doing his job to his personal satisfaction. 
The Town greatly appreciates Ken’s services and he will be miss- 
ed by all! 


Michael Gridley was appointed a full time Police Officer in 
June of 1979, to serve in Ken’s position. Since January Mike has 
been attending the forty-seventh session of the New Hampshire 
Police Training Academy. This is an eight-week intensive train- 
ing session held at Pease Air Force Base. 


Peter Bartholomew has been working on his Bachelor’s 
Degree at Northeastern University, where he is majoring in 
Criminal Justice. He will be graduating sometime this coming 
year. 


We currently have five active Auxiliary Police Officers. Steven 
Emerson has taken a full time Police Officer’s job with the 
Gorham Police Department. Hank Coburn has rejoined the 
department after several years absence. Also returning is Marvin 
Stratton. The rest of our Auxiliary Officers are: Jerrold West, 
Bill Magee, and Bill Cushing. Their terrific and generous support 
has been invaluable to our Police Department. 


During last year’s Town Meeting, it was voted that the 
Woodstock Police Department would acquire a Radar unit. We 
have found the Radar unit to be very effective in slowing down 
speeders. It has been a valuable tool in adding a needed dimen- 
sion of safety for the Town.

HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


North Country Home Health Agency provides services to peo- 
ple in their own homes who have health-related problems. Nur- 
sing visits are provided for the chronically ill, for care following 
hospitalization or for acute care in lieu of hospitalization. 
Physical Therapy and Speech Therapy are available to 
homebound patients. The Homemaker/Home Health Aides 
work with the nurses and therapists to assist with personal care, 
light housekeeping and meal preparation, and other health- 
related services aimed at keeping people independent in their own 
homes for as long as possible. 


This year we added a program aimed at reducing child abuse 
through personal contact by Family Assistants with families 
which are not coping. 


Our Public Health activities are aimed at prevention of dis- 
ease, and include child immunization clinics, well-child con- 
ferences, handicapped children’s clinics, adult health screenings 
and child dental screenings. Monthly well-child and immuniza- 
tion clinics are now held in both the Littleton and Haverhill 
areas, and three times a year in Lisbon and Lincoln, Health 
promotions for the assessment of problems and newborn visits to 
infants and mothers are also made. There is no charge for any of 
the clinics, health promotions or newborn visits. 


North Country Home Health Agency serves 15 towns in a 
1200 sq. mile area. Its main office is 60 High St., Littleton, and 
there are satellite offices in Lincoln and Woodsville.

Town Report for 1979 from 
North Country Council, Inc. 


In Woodstock, North Country Council assisted the Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Town Planning Board in developing a 
comprehensive Master Plan for the Town. Coordinated a 
summer student intern who gathered a significant amount of 
data for the Town Master Plan. Assisted the Town in preparing 
an application to both the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and the Farmers Home Administration for water 
improvements. Provided information on condominium develop- 
ment and subdivision regulations. 


This past year of 1979 saw a mixture of planning and action 
for the North Country Council, Inc. Major contributions were 
made in rural and economic development, local planning, and 
transportation. 


In rural development, the Council assisted approximately 
twenty-five communities in taking positive steps on such con- 
cerns as housing, downtown revitalization, water supply, and 
solid waste. The council has helped communities obtain needed 
housing resources. Working with appropriate state and federal: 
agencies, the Council assisted targeted communities by preparing 
applications and by providing information so decisions can be 
made. In economic development, the Council assisted two com- 
munities with steps toward the creation of parks which will 
provide a necessary place for additional jobs. Energy develop- 
ment activities have encouraged the development of indigenous 
resources such as wood and hydro power. NCC has also been ac- 
tive in helping local companies with loan applications and 
business counseling, and in assisting a targeted community with a 
revolving loan fund. Additional business development services 
will be provided during the coming year to encourage existing 
area and other in-state businesses to expand or locate so that 
more jobs can be provided in the North Country. An industrial 
brochure has been published which promotes the quality of life in 
the region and the resources available for small companies. 


Local planning assistance, such as master planning, subdivi- 
sion regulations, zoning, review of development proposals con- 
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tinues to be a major function of the Council. This activity will 
take on greater significance with the NH Supreme Court’s 
emphasis on local master planning as a basis for local re- 
qulations. 


Technical reports have been prepared on Mt. Washington 
Valley’s Seasonal Population and on wetland evaluation and 
management. Brief and informative fact sheets on community in- 
vestment strategies, land capability and wetlands are also 
available. 


To advocate North Country transportation needs at the state 
and federal level, a Transportation Committee has been organiz- 
ed with representatives from different communities and transpor- 
tation sectors, 


The Council acts as a “‘regional spokesman” with membership 
on the Governor’s Advisory Committee on Growth, the N.H. 
Environmental Law Clinic, and the State’s Forestry Resources 
Committee. By sponsoring forums and conferences on growth in 
the forest industry, agricultural development, and regional land 
use, the Council has brought together people, ideas, and 
resources to generate appropriate solutions. 


We believe that the Council has a program that can assist its 
rural communities in meeting the challenges and opportunities of 
the 1980s. The Board of Directors, the staff and the entire Coun- 
cil greatly appreciates the support your Town has provided in 
1979 and over the last few years. Please call us at 823-8108 if the 
Council can be of service to your Town.

During 1979, the Moosilauke Public Library again was the 
recipient of its patrons best wishes and endeavors for the library. 
We wish to thank Mrs. Deborah Batchelder who volunteered her 
time Tuesday afternoons to accommodate two school classes 
who visited the library—-she was a wonderful and devoted sub- 
stitute! In September, the library was informed that the North 
Woodstock Elementary School was endeavoring to build its own 
school library and that consequently, school classes would visit 
the library once a month instead of weekly or bi-weekly. We wish 
the school success in its efforts. 


We have also had our wonderful donations this year and wish 
to thank many people for their goodwill and generosity. Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Spaulding donated two valuable and beautiful 
magazines, Smithsonian and National Wildlife while Mrs. Pat 
Timbury again donated her subscription to the New Hampshire 
Times. The Quest Club very graciously continued their support 
by renewing Cricket magazine for children and also donated a 
lovely biography of Mrs. Pat Nixon in memory of Emily Rap- 
pold, library trustee, 1938 - 1975. Pierce Barker and Carol Frost 
contributed Atlantic magazine and also donated the entire series 
of Nancy Drew and Hardy Boys mysteries which has delighted 
many of our younger readers who really appreciated these new 
copies. We would like to thank all our other patrons for their 
book donations throughout the year both in hardback and those 
they’ve put on the paperback swap shelf. 


During the spring, two Plymouth State College professors, 
Walter Tatara and Lawrence Cushman presented a slide-tape 
show on Robert Frost which was a visual interpretation of some 
of Frost’s ideas and poems. The librarian offered the summer 
reading program to a handful of local children and our annual 
booksale was held in August and additionally manned by several 
of our younger future librarians who do a fine job of aiding the 
librarian and learning the ropes. Mr. David Timbury painted the 
library a new sign for which we are grateful. 


In June, the librarian was elected Vice-Chairman of the North 
Country District Advisory Council which was awarded under her 
chairmanship a $20,000 Library Services and Construction Act 
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grant. This is a federal grant for which the North Country 
District competed against several other library districts’ 
proposals. We will develop a union catalog of public library 
holdings so that an interlibrary loan network is formed for 
shared resources. To this end the District will be purchasing a 
mini-computer system, the public librarians will be in-putting 
their catalogs and learning the skills of a new technology, and the 
North Country will serve as a demonstration project for regional 
resource sharing and cooperative collection development. It is a 
very ambitious undertaking but one which looks toward the 
future that libraries are taking. 


The library will sponsor and host a high school equivalency 
degree program in conjunction with the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Education. This General Education Diploma program 
will begin in 1980 and will be taught by Mrs. Pat Timbury, aided 
by Mrs. Kate Bartholomew. 


The librarian and Trustees would like to thank Miss Dianne 
LaBrie who did an outstanding job substituting for the librarian 
during December and January. Dianne has the talent and skills 
of a born librarian and we really appreciated all her hard work 
and commitment. During this time the librarian was learning 
some new skills of her own and increased the town’s book 
reading population by one. The library is looking forward to the 
new decade which promises more personal growth and learning 
for us all.

Littleton Hospital Report 


The Littleton Hospital looks forward to the challenges of the 
1980’s. In 1981 the hospital will celebrate its 75th anniversary of 
service for the acute health care needs of residents and visitors of 
the North Country. The hospital’s course for the 80’s was set by 
its trustees who formulated this mission: 


Provide a range of health care services to include Car- 
diology, General Medicine, Internal Medicine, Obstetrics 
and Gynecology, Orthopedics, Pathology, Pediatrics, 
Radiology, Surgery, a fully-staffed 24-hour a day Emergen- 
cy Department and out-patient care. 


Enhance public awareness of personal health care through 
education and through support of primary health care ser- 
vices. 


Participate in cooperative regional hospital efforts to share 
services. 


Be financially accountable and economical in every action 
taken. 


As a result of the recently completed construction and renova- 
tion program, Littleton Hospital is now a fully modernized 54- 
bed facility providing modern clinical and diagnostic support to a 
highly talented and dedicated cadre of physicians who comprise 
the medical staff. 


Littleton Hospital is a fully accredited not-for-profit organiza- 
tion directed by a Board of Trustees who are elected residents of 
the communities within the hospital’s support area. 


To improve and update sophisticated medical equipment, the 
hospital looks for funds from annual appropriations from sup- 
ported communities, gifts and bequests from hospital friends and 
supporters, grants from charitable foundations and revenue from 
benefits sponsored by the hospital auxiliary and other civic clubs. 


Littleton Hospital is committed to containing the cost of 
hospital care. Rates and charges are fixed by the Trustees at 
levels to adequately cover the cost of operations and services 
rendered. 
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Town appropriations are a primary source of nonoperating 
revenue so necessary to keep the Littleton Hospital equipped for 
the needs of modern medical and surgical practice. 


During 1979, 2,582 patients were treated and discharged, 221 
infants were born, almost 1,200 surgical procedures were per- 
formed and more than 9,600 individuals were treated in the 
Emergency Department. Town appropriations contributed to 
quality of care of each of these patients received at the hospital. 
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REPORT OF THE WOODSTOCK PLANNING BOARD 
1979 


During 1979 the membership on the Planning Board was 
relatively stable, as we lost only one regular member in May, 
when Mr. Carl Keough moved. We thank Carl, but probably 
won’t miss him at all, as he hasn’t moved too far away, is still 
working in town and has agreed to continue helping the Future 
Woodstock Committee prepare our Comprehensive Master 
Plan. Elected by the Board as Secretary was Mrs. Etta Martin, 
and appointed by the Selectmen as a new alternate member to 
the board was Mr. James Fadden Jr. 


In 1980 the Board begins a second decade having been es- 
tablished by a vote during the 1970 Town Meeting. Voters, at 
Town Meetings, when given the option, can select a 5 or 7 
member board as well as choose between a board elected by the 
voters or one that is appointed by the Selectmen. 


At the 1970 Town Meeting no choice was available as the only 
Article on the Warrant was to have an appointed board. At the 
1980 Town Meeting there will be an Article on the Warrant that 
will give you the opportunity to make the Woodstock Planning 
Board an elected one, at either 5 or 7 members. 


The Board of Selectmen, the Budget Committee and most of 
the other. Town Officers are elected by the Townspeople. I per- 
sonally believe that the interest of the Woodstock residents can 
best be served by an elected board. Having a mandate from the 
people would place the Planning Board in a more equal position 
in its day to day dealings with the other elected Town Officers. 


With re-evaluation plus the energy crunch—I believe that in 
the 80’s your Planning Board is going to be handling more and 
more subdivisions. This upward trend in dividing up land began 
this year as we approved 8 subdivisions against only 3 in 1978. 
The total acreage subdivided in 1979 was 1,127 acres, spread 
over 228 Lots (Alpine alone had 213 Lots) and ranged in size 
from one that was just over 4 of an acre to one as large as 577 
acres. The Elbow Pond subdivision (345 acres) and one lot of the 
Lost River subdivision (577 acres), altogether 922 acres, were 
sold to the U.S. Forest Service. I would make a pitch here to 
anyone who might like to make a charitable donation of land: 


remember charity begins at home, so give it to your home town. 
As it stands today, in round numbers, land privately owned in the 
town is 15% (and shrinking) U.S. Forest Service 85% (and 
growing)—no pun intended. 


On June 27, the Board approved the ‘“‘Alpine Village at North 
Woodstock’’ subdivision. To date, this is probably the most 
profound decision the Planning Board has ever made. A decision 
that can potentially change Woodstock from something that it 
has always been. Approved for construction were 210 con- 
dominium units as well as a commercial area fronting on Rte. 3. 


During Jan-Feb-Mar there was much talk with the developers 
about building something at the Alpine. In April the Selectmen 
sent a letter to the owners granting “‘municipal water and 
sewerage as required to service a 200 unit cluster development’’. 
In May the Planning Board received a formal Preliminary Sub- 
division Application from the developer who wanted an approval 
the next month, so they could start building. So here we are 
many hundreds of hours into evaluating this project, it’s now the 
27th of June and the following excerpts are from the minutes of 
Our meeting that day: 


“At this point the Chairman reminded all present that this 
Board has been in favor of this proposed subdivision from the 
beginning and that because it will be an almost self-supporting 
private community having paid for their own roads, sewer, and 
water lines, and building them to our specifications, as well as 
agreeing to maintaining them, that the Board is still in favor of 
this development.” 


The Chairman continued “that now in the final analysis, as all 
required conditions have been met by the applicant, the only 
reason the Board could deny this proposed development is, as all 
the evidence and testimony we have been able to gather shows, 
we do not have sufficient water supply at this time to service a 
210 unit condominium complex. But because we believe this 
development is needed now, we can still approve this project by 
phasing the construction rate so that we have time to pursue an 
additional source of water.” 


At this point, before any other action, the Chairman wanted to 
see if there was support for conditioning the final approval to a 
water shortage or emergency. A motion to the effect was made 
and seconded. The first vote on paper ballot was a tie: 
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3 yes, 3 nay, | abstention; 
the second vote on the same motion was defeated: 
4 nay, 3 yes. 


At this time Mr. Bujeaud read the following motion: (original 
attached) “I move that the Woodstock Planning Board approve 
the so called ‘“‘Alpine Subdivision” as submitted by Tamposi and 
Nash.”’ Seconded by Mr. Maynard. 


The Chairman requested that the motion be amended to state 
the name of the subdivision as “Alpine Village at North 
Woodstock”’ and that phasing be included in the motion. Mr. 
Maynard and Mr. Bujeaud agreed to amend the name part of the 
motion but not the phasing. A vote was taken on the amended 
motion: 

4 yes: D. Wilson, B. Bujeaud, A. Ham, and J. Maynard. 
3 nay: A. Nichol, D. Barry, and E. Martin. 
The motion was passed, thereby approving the project without 
phasing the rate of construction and without conditioning the 
final approval to the water situation. End of excerpts. 


Your Town in the fall, made a pre-application to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) for 
$400,000 of the estimated $450,000 that will be necessary to 
develop a much needed replacement water supply for the North 
Woodstock Village area. 


As of this writing, late January 1980, based on the pre- 
application, HUD has said okay to a grant of $300,000 with a 
possibility that additional funds may become available by final 
approval. Hopefully, by the time the Alpine development needs 
water we will have it available. As of right now they expect to 
begin construction in the Spring of 1980. 


As you may know, the town is working on a Downtown Im- 
provement Program and plans to fund this program by using at 
least two years of the uncommitted added tax revenues to be 
derived from the Alpine development. The improvement 
program may include such things as: Facade Improvement, 
Business Loan and Employee Training. You will be hearing more 
about this plan in early 1980. 


The Following are 1979 amendments to N.H. State statutes 
which affect your Planning Board and have already increased its 
work load: 
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—Amended RSA 231:10, to prohibit the state from under- 
taking any new construction or major reconstruction of any 
Class I, II and III highways in any town which does not have an 
adopted master plan or zoning ordinance. (effective 8/10/79) 


—Amended RSA 36:1 and 23, to include the following defini- 
tion for abutter: ““Any person who owns land within 200 feet of 
the boundaries of the land under consideration. Highway, as 
defined in RSA 259:1 shall not be considered to be a barrier...” 
(effective 8/21/79) 


—Amended RSA 36:23, to require the planning board to 
notify a subdivision applicant and abutters by certified mail 
whenever the plot is considered by the board. (effective 8/21/79) 


—Amended RSA 155-C, to require a landowner to obtain a 
permit prior to commercial excavation of the soil, gravel, etc., 
from the planning board. (effective 8/24/79) 


Finally just a few words to update you on ‘‘Future 
Woodstock”’ otherwise known as the Comprehensive Master 
Plan for Woodstock. 


During the Summer Mr. James Fisk a student at Plymouth 
State College, was able to complete a Natural Resource Inven- 
tory on Woodstock. 


The U.S. Soils Conservation Service has completed a soils sur- 
vey for us, under the accelerated program. This will provide the 
Planning Board and property owners with current soils data, 
necessary to make intelligent Land Use decisions. 


Our History Committee has gathered a large quantity of 
material, and are continually looking for additional material. 


The Housing Committee is in the process of a housing survey, 
Transportation, Social Economic, and Government Facilities 
Committees, have a way to go yet. All Committees still need ad- 
ditional people like you to help, as they finish this inventory 
phase of the plan, and prepare to move on to the second phase, 
that of establishing Goals and Objectives for our Town. Once 
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identified they will be discussed and evaluated. What comes out 
of this must reflect what you want, or more realistically a com- 
promise among all our views. So—what you think, the ideas you 
have are important. Please join with us and help make a better 
Woodstock for us today, and an even better one for FUTURE 
WOODSTOCK. A good plan today will help insure a better 
community tomorrow.

One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk for 
retention as part of the Town’s permanent records.

GENERAL COMMENTS 
Custody of Town Funds: 


R.S.A. 41:29 Duties, states: 


“The town treasurer shall have custody of all monies belong- 
ing to the town... .” 


The Capital Projects Fund—Water Improvement Program 
Account and the Woodstock Conservation Commission Account 
are both in the hands of Selectmen and should be turned over im- 
mediately to the Town Treasurer in order to comply with the 
provisions of R.S.A. 41:29. 


C.E.T.A. Funds: 
R.S.A. 32:5 states in part: 
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. .. . All monies appropriated by the town. . .shall be 
stipulated in the budget on a “‘gross’’ basis, showing 
revenues from all sources, including grants, gifts, bequests, 
and bond issues, as offsetting revenues to appropriations 
AHORLCU.. . 


The revenues and expenditures of $26,133 involving C.E.T.A. 
Funds were not estimated or budgeted in the year under ex- 
amination. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets: 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, 
the Town has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order 
to adequately maintain control of its existing fixed assets, we 
recommend that the Town conduct an inventory of these assests 
as soon as is practical. As part of their long-term policies, the 
Town Officials should initiate fixed asset records. Cost or con- 
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sideration given is the generally accepted method for valuing fix- 
ed assets, and should be recorded on all new acquisitions. Where 
adequate documentation of cost is unavailable for existing fixed 
assets, an estimate of original cost is an acceptable standard un- 
der accounting principals for governmental entities. The ex- 
istance of fixed asset records will not only aid Town Officials in 
their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in 
long-range planning. 


Motor Vehicle Permit Records: 


The Town Clerk presently records motor vehicle permits in the 
journal as they are issued. This practice is necessary and should 
be continued. However, since these permits are preprinted when 
received from the State of New Hampshire, they are not record- 
ed under the above accounting system in numerical sequence. 
Therefore, we recommend that the Town Clerk record in 
numerical sequence all permits when received and enter the date 
and amount when issued. This procedure will facilitate the 
periodic reconciliation of permits on hand. 


Purchasing Procedures: 


The Town presently does not have a centralized purchasing 
system. Purchasing is generally a function performed by in- 
dividual department heads on an informal basis as needed. 


We recommend that the Town adopt a purchasing system 
which includes the following procedures: 


1. Use of prenumbered, sequentially issued purchase orders, 
properly approved by both department heads and 
selectmen, and maintainance of a record of open purchase 
orders. 


2. Preparation by department heads of receiving reports on all 
items received after inspection of items for condition and 
quantity. (a copy of the purchase order may be used for this 
purpose.) 


3. The sending of all invoices directly from suppliers to the 
selectmen’s office where invoices are checked against 
purchase orders and receiving reports for terms, prices and 
quantities followed by submission to selectmen for final ap- 
proval before payment. 
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4. Effective cancellation of all invoices and supporting 
documents upon payment by the person signing the checks. 


While we recognize that such a system was sufficient in the 
past, governments have grown substantially in the past several 
years with corresponding growth in improved -procedures and 
practices. We believe that it is the responsibility of prudent town 
administrators (the Board of Selectmen) to participate in the 
purchasing function of town government to preserve proper 
segregation of duties. 


We are willing to assist you in the implementation of these 
procedures as time will allow. 


Revenue Sharing Requirements: 

Revenue sharing regulations required recipient governments to 
maintain a separate record of real property and of tangible per- 
sonal property having a value in excess of $1,000. Such records 
shall set forth the date of purchase, date of disposal or transfer 
and the transferee of the property. Real property includes land, 
structures upon land and fixtures attached to land, and buildings 
or structures which cannot be removed without damage to the 
fixtures, buildings or structures. Personal property includes, at 
the least, non-expendable tangible property having a useful life of 
more than one year and an acquisition cost of $1,000. The Town 
does not maintain such records and we recommend that they 
reconstruct fixed asset records for those assets previously ac- 
quired with revenue sharing funds to be updated as future tran- 
sactions occur in order not to jeopardize past or future revenue 
sharing funds. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the 
Auditor’s summary of findings and recommendations shall be 
published in the next annual report of the Town. Publication of 
the Exhibits contained in this audit report is optional at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Selectmen. This letter, however, must be 
published in its entirety. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the 
Town of Woodstock for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

We have examined the financial statements of the various 
funds and groups of accounts of the Town of Woodstock for the 
year ended December 31, 1978 listed in the foregoing table of 
contents. Our examination was made in accordance with general- 
ly accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, 
the Town of Woodstock has not maintained a record of its 
general fixed assets, and accordingly a statement of general fixed 
assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is 
not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforemen- 
tioned table of contents present fairly the financial position of the 
various funds and groups of accounts of the Town of Woodstock 
at December 31, 1978 and the results of operations of such funds 
for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted ac- 
counting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 


The supplemental schedules included in this report, although 
not considered necessary for a fair presentation of the financial 
position and results of operations of such funds and group of ac- 
counts, are presented primarily for supplemental analysis pur- 
poses. This additional information has been subjected to the 
audit procedures applied in the aforementioned examination of 
the basic financial statements and is, in our opinion, fairly stated 
in all material respects in relation to the basic financial 
statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies: 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies 
employed in the preparation of these financial statements. 


Fund Accounting 


The diverse nature of governmental operations and the 
necessity of determining compliance with legal provisions re- 
quires modification of accounting systems commonly used by 
commercial enterprises. Rather than establishing a single unified 
set of accounts to record and summarize all financial transac- 
tions, the accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds and account groups, each of which is considered a separate 
entity with self-balancing accounts that comprise its, assets, 
liabilities, reserves, fund balances, revenues and expenditures or 
expenses, including interfund obligations and transfers. 


Operations supplying the basic services of a general govern- 
ment nature which are controlled by legal budgets are accounted 
for in the General Fund and Special Revenue Fund. 


In addition to the general category of operations listed above, 
a further distinction from accounting in commercial enterprises 
exists with respect to capital expenditures. Capital expenditures 
are required to be capitalized at historical cost in a General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts primarily for control purposes. The 
Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by 
generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the 
financial report. 


Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in Trust 
Funds. 


General obligation bonds supported by general revenues are 
obligations of the Town as a whole and not its individual con- 
stituent funds. Accordingly, such unmatured obligations which 
are backed by the full faith and credit of the Town are accounted 
for in the General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts. 
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Budgetary Accounting and Encumbrances 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted 
for in budgetary funds are controlled by a formal integrated 
budgetary accounting system in accordance with various legal 
requirements which govern the Town’s operations. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General Fund, Special Revenue Funds and 
Debt Service Fund are maintained and reported on a modified 
accrual basis. All other funds included in the financial statements 
are maintained and reported on the accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recorded when received in cash, except in cases where they are 
both measurable and available, and therefore are resources 
which may be appropriated. Expenditures, except for interest on 
general long-term debt which is recorded when it becomes due, 
are recorded when certain goods or services are received and ac- 
tual liabilities are incurred. 


Appropriated Fund Balance: 


Accounts payable of $2,892 were shown as appropriated Fund 
Balance in error at December 31, 1977. 


Long-Term Debt: 


Article 17 of the 1978 Town Meeting authorized the issuance 
of $36,129 in long-term serial notes or bonds as partial financing 
for the construction of a refuse disposal facility in the Town of 
Lincoln. The Town of Woodstock intends to borrow such funds 
when needed. The unissued authorization, however, is not 
reflected in the financial statements. 


Revenue Sharing Funds: 


In prior years, the Town did not accrue the fourth quarter dis- 
tribution from the Office of Revenue Sharing. The Town cor- 
rected for the omission by an increase in Fund Balance on 
January 1, 1978 or $5,587. 


Eminent Domain Action: 


Property was acquired by eminent domain during 1977 with 
assessment of damages by Grafton County Superior Court of 
$24,000 which was paid to the landowner.-Appeal to the New 
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Hampshire Commission of Eminent Domain resulted in an 
award for damages of $31,700, an increase of $7,700 which 
remains unpaid at the date of this report since the case has been 
appealed for trail by jury in the fall of 1979 at Grafton County 
Superior Court. 


Refuse Disposal Facility: 


The Towns of Woodstock and Lincoln have entered into an 
agreement to construct and maintain a joint solid waste disposal 
system whereby costs of construction will be shared on an equal 
basis. Each town appropriated $87,500 for their contribution to 
the project, and when completed will be owned jointly by both 
towns. . 


Pension Plan: 


All full-time police officers of the Town participate in the 
State of New Hampshire Retirement System. Under this plan, 
participants contribute annually a percentage of compensation 
which is fixed by statute and dependent upon age when con- 
tributions begin. The Town’s contribution rate for normal cost of 
the plan is based upon an actuarial valuation of the state plan, 
and has been set at 8.04% of compensation at December 31, 
1978. The cost for the year ended December 31, 1978 was $2,346. 
The amount, if any, of the excess of vested benefits over pension 
fund assets for the Town of Woodstock is not available. The 
Town has no past service obligation. 


Custody of Town Funds: 


The bank accounts of the Capital Projects Fund Water Im- 
provement Program and the Woodstock Conservation Commis- 
sion are both in the hands of Selectmen, rather than the 
Treasurer. This practice is not in accordance with New 
Hampshire legal requirements. 


CETA Funds: 


The revenues and expenditures of $26,133 involving C.E.T.A. 
Funds were not estimated or budgeted in the year under ex- 
amination. This practice is not in accordance with New 
Hampshire legal requirements. 
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Revenue Sharing: 


The Town does not maintain a separate record of real property 
and of tangible personal property purchased with revenue shar- 


ing funds having a value in excess of $1,000, as required by their 
regulations. 
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
